[Text] Reports on the progress of the harvesting of the crop and the procurement 
of fodders for livestock are being published in the newspapers of Mongolia under 
the title “In the Fields of the Homeland.” 


The threshing has begun at many farms of the country. For the country as a whole 
52,600 tons of grain have already been threshed on the threshing floors. So far 
in all the crop has been harvested by the allotment method from an area of 152,400 
hectares. 


The haying campaign is being successfully continued. More than 577,000 tons of 
feed hay have been procured. 


Soviet machine operators annually give Mongolian grain growers much assistance. 
Thus, a group of highly skilled foremen-adjusters from the USSR are working at the 
Chandgan State Farm--one of the virgin lend state economies of People's Mongolia, 
which was built with the technical and economic assistance of the Soviet Union. 
Along with their Mongolian colleagues they have readied the harvesting equipment 
and units for the fall harvest period.
